anv share. It hardly makes any difference 
to Repnbhcans whether the Democrats force 
a bominstion at Philadelphia or make one 
at Cincinnati; in either casa, Republicans 
‘will probably vote for some ticket which 
has no Demotratie origin. If Democrats 
Yrefer to vote for a Republican nominated 
at Philadelphia to one nominated at Cincia- 
Tati, it is their privilege to do so; bat. 
when they undertake i: nominate a 
candidate for the Republicans, they will, 
in all probability, be allowed the exclasive 
Privilege of electing him. It xs well for all 
parties to understand this matter sere 


and to know that to Republicans there hay 
be a greater evil {than voting for Grant: 


‘and, when Democrats interfere to force ob- 


jectiovablp candidates upon Republicans, 


theyjare defeating the whole purpose of the. 


Cincinnati Convention, which was to pre 
Bent candidates: a platform more ac- 


ceptable to Republicans than those which 


will be presented at Philadelphia. What. 
the Demogratie politicians want is no con- 
cern of the Republicans. The latter pro- 
pose to tominate Republican candidates 
upon a Republican platform, and in this they 
sought at Cincimnati that freedom which they 
could not expect at Philadelphia. If, how- 
éver, there be Democratic dictation at Cin- 
cinnati, then Republicans, if they must sub- 
mit to dictation in any form, will 

not submit to that ‘imposed on them by the 
Democratic politicians. ” 

The packingof a Convention. by delegates 
picked up and shipped ata candidate’s ex- 
pense is not promising of Reform ; it gives no 

_ indication of improvement over the system 
of packing Conventions through office- 
holders. What the people want and expect 
from Cincinnati is the selection of known 
and tried Republicans, known as able 
and veteran laborers of Reform ; and, if 


this cannot be had, then nothing | 
will 


be done. The Convention meets to- 
day. No mar is under any obligation to sup- 
port its action, unless he considers its candi- 
dates and platform acceptable. Freedom of 
thought and of action is the very essence of 
the Reform movement. Nv one asks or cares 
whether the nominees of the Convention be 
acceptable to the Demooratic ringleaders ; 
on the contrary, the more disappointed this 
class may be, the more acceptable will the 
nominations be to the whole people. Repub- 
licans and Democrats will support the Cin- 
cinnati ticket, or oppose it, just as it may 
contrast with the opposing ticket; and Re- 
publicans, in whatever event, will see that 
Republicans nominated by Republicans,

THE ASSESSMENT AND COLLECTION OF CITY 
TAXES. 


The cit y taxes for 1871 have been due since 


December last, and only about one-fourth 


of the amount has yet been paid. Under the 
new Revenue bill, it will be the duty of the 
City Collector to report very soon the de- 
Unquent tax list to the Connty Collector, 
that the property on which such taxes are 
due may be sold. 

The new Revenue law, however, makes a 
number of changes with respect to the col- 
jection of the city taxes for 1472, these 
charges being necessary to conform to the 


provisions of the new Constitution, Hore- 


tofore the plea has been for ihe city 
to appoint Assessors, who, after making 


Commissioner, by whom these assessments 
are révised; and, after hearing objections, 
the lists are confirmed. The Tax Commis 
sioner therenpon reports to the Council the 
gross sum of the valuation ; that body, hav- 
ing previously inade its annual appropria- 
tions, proceeds to fix the rate of tax required 
te produce the sam of revenue needed. The 
tax books are delivered to the Collector in 
December, and he proceeds to collect until
